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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): As to Box 8: on page 8 of the appeal brief, appellant 
refers to attached Exhibit 1 ("See e.g. definition of "Mandrel test" on "composite.about.com", attached as Exhibit 1"). However, in the 
"Evidence Appendix" (page 1 8 of the appeal brief), this is not provided and, in fact, under the heading "Evidence Appendix", "None" is 
stated. Therefore, referred to Evidence is missing. Evidence used should be provided as noted in MPEP 1205.02, under "(ix) Evidence 
Appendix". Appellant should note, however, the discussion of unentered evidence (as this evidence does not appear to have been 
previously provided). 

Furthermore, the Examiner notes that at page 1 of the appeal brief, under the heading "REAL PARTY IN INTEREST", appellant indicates 
that the inventors are the real parties in interest in this case. This is confusing, as the assignment data in this case indicates that the 
invention has been assigned to Zakrytoe Aktsionernoe Obschestvo "Mezhotraslevoe Juridicheskoe Agentstvo "Jurpromkonsalting".
